AND THEN NO MATTER WHAT YOU SAY,THEY CAN IGNORE,IT. WE'RE ALSO GETTING DISILLUSIONED 
WITH MOVEMENTS BECAUSE THEY SEEM TO CONCENTRATE TOO MUCH ON ONE THING. LOOK AT THE 
ANIMAL LIBERATION MOVEMENT AT THE MOMENT. THE WAY ANIMAL LIB. T-SHIRTS ARE ADVERTISED 
IS TO USE THE 'TRADITIONAL' BUSTY BLONDEAHE WAY THE MACHO IMAGE OF BALACLAVAS & PARA¬ 
TROOPING GEAR IS PROMOTED/OR THE WAY GREENPEACES NEW POSTER CAMPAIGN USES THE PICTURE 
OF A RICH-LOOKING WOMAN WEARING A BLOOD-STAINED FUR COAT ("iT TAXES 40 DUMB ANIMALS TO 
TO MAKE A FUR COAT,BUT ONLY ONE TO WEAR IT"),RAKER THAN SHOWING A RICH MAN BUYING THE

KNEW THEM & THEY WERE OUR FAVOURITE BAND & WE 'WERE INSPIRED TO DO SOMETHING OF OUR 
OWN SO BETWEEN THAT & THE NEXT GIG.WE WROTE 3 SONGS & BEGGED IF WE COULD PLAT WITH 
THEM. TO OUR SUPRISE.THEY SAID '*YES & SO WE JUST CARRIED ON FROM THERE DOING WH*T 
WE WANTED TO TOGETHER. PLUS,THIS WAY,WE'RE FAR MORE MOBILE THAN A BAND WITH DRUMS,ETC

After the Motorhead gig at Warwick University I managed to collar Phil Campbell,one of 
the new Motorhead guitarists,and ask him a few questions:- 

1) HOW DID YOU THREE NEW MEMBERS ACTUALLY GET IN THE GROUP? 

PHIL: Well me and Wurz, the other guitar player auditioned and Lemmy couldn’t decide 

who to have so he decided to have both of us. Then Phil Taylor left, he was stall 
in the band and we did one T.V. show (The Young Ones), and we thought of Pete 
Gill 'cos we knew him from before and we asked him to come down. 

W) H ow DID YOU HEAR ABOUT THE AUDITIONS? 

PHIL: I just read that Robbo had left, it wasn't advert¬ 
ised, but we just made like four phone calls to 
get an address to send a tape in. Then they were 
shown tapes of people that were sent in and had to 
make a bit of effort to decide who they wanted. 

I 3 ) WHY DO YOU REbgN YOU'VE GOT SUCH A FOLLOWING OF FUNKS? 

I PHIL: I don't know - ' cns of the energy,I suppose - there 
doesn't seem such a lot of difference. It's just 
that we've got longer hair than a lot of punks. 

The music's still the same. 

4) IS IT ANYTHING TO DO WITH THE LYRICS (LIKE 'STAY 
CLEAN')? ARE YOU ANTI ANYTHING ? 

PHIL: ttell,anyone can get into the lyrics - Lemmy's 
responsible for them. 

5) .WHEN WILL WE SEE THE VIDEO FOR THE NEW SINGLE? 

PHIL: In a couple of weeks,I think. We only did it 

weeks ago. I only saw it 4 days ago ! 

6) DID YOU KNOW YOU GOT CUT OFF HALF WAY THROUGH YOUR SECOND SONG ON THE TUBE TONIGHT I 
PHIL: Yeah,we know about that. They thought they might get a little bit more in,but * 

they still taped it,all of Overkill, and they might use it again on another show. 

7) WAS THERE ANYTHING ELSE YOU HAD TO DO, APART FROM PLAY GUITAR WELL, TO GET IN THE 
GROUP? 

PHIL: I can drink a bottle of Vodka in 10 seconds!I
